Many 
epertemen will write to his Representa- 
tive in the Assembly. urging him to 
stand pat oa the subject of game ieg- 
isiation, and to bring whatever pres- 
sure to bear he may. 

THE LOBSTER LAW. 
Unless something very definite and 
tangible is done by the present Legis- 
lature, the California crawfish, com- 
monly called lobster, will be a thing 
of the past in a very few years. Where 
dozens of men used to make a good 
living catching lobsters for a shilling 
a pound, a handful cannot make both 
ends meet on six times that price, for 
the fish are not to be had in any num- 
ber worth while, even if long trips are 
taken in pursuit of them. 

The %%-iInch size limit for lobsters 
is enforced as well as the present fa- 
cilities will permit, but it continually 
is violated. It prevents the sale of 
undersized lobsters, but does not stop 
the fishermen from catching them, and 
that is the real object of the law. 

Japanese are chief offenderg in this 
regard. They save the undersized 
lobsters for fish bait, and set their 
lobster nets in such a veritable fence 
around the rock reefs and kelp tangles 
where the lobsters live that all sizes, 
big and little are bound to be caught.

Shall an ordinary road overseer, evén 
though something of a politician, over- 
ride the expressed orders of the Board 
of Supervisors of Los Angeles county, 
to which he owes his job? 

Will “Pete” Lopes, backed by vari- 
ous and sundry San Fernando ranch- 
men, be able to maintain a storm- 
water levee in the center of a county 
highway, when the Supervisors deliver 
a written order that it must be pulled 
down? 

Maybe so; but the Board of Super- 
visors is intlined to think not. 

The latest chapter in the San Fer- 
nando storm-water feud came to light 
yesterday before the Board of Super- 
visors. A week ago petitions and per- 
sonal statements reached the board re- 
garding the conditions at San Fernan- 
do. Ex-Sheriff John Burr made com- 
oe ges against the obstruction which 

ad been erected at Seventh and Slau- 
son avenues, in the public highway, by 
citizens, through the advice and aid 
of Road Overseer Lopez; and a petition 
signed by numerous landowners asked 
that the water be placed in a definite 
channel. Those opposing Burr were 
headed by T. J. Walker, the Fer- 
nando bank cashier, whose small tract 
of land has been saved from the flood 
by the new dike on the highway. 

At that time Burr threatened to sue 
the county for damages in case further 
rains came before the levee was re- 
moved, if the storm water cut channels 
in his orchards.

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HUNTINGTON PARK VOTES TO 
STAY AT HOME. | 


Enthusiastic Meeting Last Night 
Indorses issuance of Bonds for a 
Municipal Lighting Plant—Unani- 
mous Vote Against Annexation Is 
Received With Great Applause. 


If anybody believes that the citizens 
of Huntington Park are clamor- 
ing for anpexetion to the city of Los 
Angeles, the meeting held last night in 
the public hall at that piace was suffi- 
cient to destroy any such impression. 

The hall was packed with citizens, 
and the utmost harmony marked the 
delfberations. The meeting had been 
called by the City Trustees for the 
purpose of ascertaining the will of the 
people concerning the securing of a 
municipal lighting plant. As there has 
been more cr less discussion of annex- 
ation, it was thought best to test that 
question also, and it was settled in the 
negative by a unanimous vote. Then 


the meeting voting unanimously to 
issue bonds in the sum of $20.000 for 
the pu a municipal 


— over by 
B. Lyons, and A. North acted as 
secretary. Mr. Lyons said, in his open- 
ing address: “I congratulate the town 
upon the fact that the Trustees have 
seen fit to take us into their confidence 
in the matter of a bond issue, and as 
we are here for the purpose of discuss- 
ing this one question, I feel sure we 
can do it without ill feeling or person- 
alities. e city can borrow money at 
5 per cent. to make its improveiments, 
and I predict that in ten years property 
in Huntington Park will have in- 
creased to ten times its present value.“ 

The chairman then touched upon the 
annexation question, and declared that 
the subject had been mentioned in the 
newspapers, but that the citizens of 
Huntington Park. weren't interested. 
He advocated the lesue of bonds by the 
city of Humtingtoan Park, raid a warm 
tribute to the integrity and business 
judgment of the Trustees, and said 
that in twelve or twenty-five years, 
when the city was ready for it, Los 
Angeles would be glad to receive Munt- 
ington Park.

Among themselves, lying is not com- 
mended and truth is appreciated: but 
to deceive A stranger or a white man 
is commendable. Native houses are 
left open for days or weeks, and it 
would be easy for any one to enter and 
rob them. ‘Yet robbery among them- 
selves ig not common. To steal, how- 
ever, from a white employer—upon 
whom the native looks as a be- 
ing of unlimited and incomprehensible 
wealth—is no sin. It is unfair to stamp 
the native either as a War or a thief 
because he lies to white men and steals 
from his employer. 

Among the Congo natives wealth has 
weight. The rich man has authority 
and power and influence because he 
is rich. There is a servile, cringing 
element in the Bantu character which 
shows itself as plainly in the old days 
before the white men came as it does 
oday. Cringing, toadying, scheming, 
mark the daily life. While a man was 
rich he had respect and friends and 
power. If reverses came he lost them 
all. None was so poor to do him rev-

White men who have 
to do with natives are forced to act de- 
cisively. They must inspire fear and 
respect; kindness is weakness. To per- 
mit discourtesy or insolence invites 
contempt. Perfect justice, firmness an! 
consistency will give the white men 
who must deal with natives a re- 
specteg position which vacillation or 
mistaken friendliness will never gain. 
KNOW NOT AFFECTION. 
Emotional to a high degree, the na- 
tive often passes for affectionate. Af- 
fection of a certain kind he no doubt 
has; many examples come to the mind 
of personal servants who have almost 
shown devotion to white masters. On 
the whole, true affection as we know it, 
unvarying, consistent, which stands the 
test of varying circumstances, occurs 
but seldom. Extremely beautiful ani 
touching, however, is the love which 
every Bantu has for his mother—a love 
tndoubtedly encouraged and strength- 
ened by the polygamous life. A boy's 
relation to his father is nothing: his 
relation to his mother is the closest tie 
in human life. He is of her blood. Her 
relatives are his. e nearest male 
connection which he has is her brother. 
Toward him the boy shows particular 
respect, but toward his mother true 
love. She is far nearer and dearer to 
him than wife or slaves. Through his 
boyhood she is his refuge in every 
kind of trouble; in young manhood. she 
is his adviser and confidant; in man- 
hood he still goes to her in every trou- 
ble and with every question. There Is 
but one person in his whole lifetime 
whom he trusts. She is ever sure to 
be his friend; she never betrays his 
interest. 
All early white visitors to dark Af- 
rican populations were profoundly im- 


aged. This was genuine. The old man 
or woman was the repository of wis- 
dom. The experiences through which 
they had passed made them wise 
counselors. Tribal affairs were decide’ 
by the old. This trait of native char- 
acter, constantly mentioned by all the 
early writers, tends to disappear in all 
those districts where the white man’s 
influence has spread. Such 1s ever the 
case. And it is natural. 
NOT OPEN TO WISDOM. 

The white man’s wisdom is a differ- 
ent thing from that of the native.

The scheme also embraces concrete 
sidewalks, curbs and gutters, as well 
as sewer mains and laterals and storm 
drains. The latter items are of no 
mall moment, inasmuch as it means 
the drainage of hundreds of acres..

That the retail trade of the mer- 
chants of the city had increased a full 
40 per cent. was shown by figures, and 
that jobbing business had ad- 
vanced per cent. was clearly set 
forth. The wonderful strides made in 
the manufactyring and industrial line 
Was brought ‘out and the statement 
made that there is altogether 1537 in- 
dustries and factories of all kinds with 
& payroll of 20,780, and with an aggre- 
Gate invested capital of $25,000,000 
which has developed an output valued 
at $50,000,000, 

These are but the dry figures which 
thered at the 
meeting listened to but the tale they 
told to the man with invested capital 
in the city was sweet and alluring. 
With bank clearings totaling almost 
$100,000,000 more than those ef the 
previous year, and with postoffiee busi- 
a full $200,000 advance, 
the men of affairs present shook hands 
and prophesied even greater things for 

present year. 

The annual meeting of the organiza- 
tion began yesterday morning when 
the election of a new board direc- 
ters was held. The voting continued 
throughout the day until about 5 
o’clock.

on occurred. attendance was a 
ittle lighter than usual owing to the 
opening of the auto show, where a 
large number of the merchants haa 
gone. President J. M. Schneider sub- 
mitted his annual report on the ad- 
vancement of the association and of 
the business condition in the city in 
general. In this report Mr. Schneider 
took occasion to show how. even the 
wonderful and abounding prosperity of 
the city was to be eclipsed during the 
next few years. 

“When my predecessor,” said Mr. 
Schneider, “in his annual report for the 
year of 5. stated that 19965 was the 
banner year in the commercial annals 
of Los Angeles, we believed with him 
that we reached the climax of 
business prosperity for at least several 
years to come. The year of 1906, just 
ceeded our most 
sanguine expectations, and has given 


conservative estimate of the m- 
Crease in the retail trade of the city 
is placed at 40 per cent. over last rear. 
For the holiday trade many of the 
merchants had purchased what they 
considered a very great stock of roods. 
Before Christmas Eve their eyes had 
been opend. and they saw for the first 
time oexactiy What a great volume of 
husiness Los Angeles was doing. But 
this is but the beginning. During the 
prevent year one big department store 
will open for business with a floor 
space of 500.900 square feet, and with 
790 feet of show window space, the lat- 
ter being the largest in the United 
States. In addition to this one un- 
usually large store, three other new 
department stores will open their doors, 
and a score of other business firms will 
either move into larger quarters or will 
have additions constructed to their 
premises.

“Our wholesale and jobbing trade 
Shows the same pleasing advancement. 
In all lines there has been an increase 
in the volume of business transacted 
of 20 per cent., and this has often been 
estimated higher.” 

Mr. Schneider said that one of the 
principal reasons for this gratifying in- 
crease was owing to the rapidly in- 
creasing population of the outlaying 
districts of Southern Callfornia and 
the bringing of the mining towns and 
cities of Southern Nevada into closer 
touch with this city. He called atten- 
tion to the fact that the railroads should 
equalize rates between this city and 
Southern Nevada, so that Los Angeles 
could compete successfully with Salt 
Lake and San Francisco for this new
